|een Issued by the Finance committee 
the board of aldermen relative to 

f ie question to be voted upon next 
uoBday to grant the firemen one day 
In five. 

At the coming city election, Tues- 
ay, December, 10th, the question of 
[ranting the firemen of Newton one 
ay off In five will be voted on. 

The firemen now have one day off 
eight and It Is within the power 
the Board of Aldermen, without 
ddlttonal legislation, to grant the 
(remen one day off In five. 

The Board of Aldermen have re- 
vived no petition from the firemen 
be granted one day off, and they 
ave been Informed that the Newton 

f remen have not Joined In the legls- 
itlve agitation which brought about 
ils referendum. 

If the firemen are granted one 
ny off in five It will involve the 
nployment of five additional men 
IhoBe salaries will aggregate $4560, 
Ihich sum will be Increased yearly 


over a period of three years until 
the maximum salary is reached, 
when It will amount to $6000. 

On Monday, November. 25th, the 
Board of Aldermen had under con- 
sideration a petition from the fire- 
men for an Increase In wages Involv- 
ing a total of $3420. This Increase 
was unanimously voted, with the 
stipulation that a statement of the 
fact should be made to the citizens 
in relation to the one day off in five, 

The Board felt that the firemen 
needed the ralBe In wages more 
than the extra time off. 

The City's finances at this time 
do not warrant the additional expense 
In the Fire Department for both in- 
crease In wages and the one day 
off In five. 

If $4560 additional were to be 
spent In the Fire Department It 
would be for the best interests of 
tlie City to Increase the number of 
permanent men rather than to de- 
crease the days of work of the pres- 
ent force.

CONGESTION RELIEVED 

Changes in Elevalen Service From Nonan- 
lum Sqaare 


Important changes In the service 
given this city by the BoBton Ele- 
vated Company are announced this 
week. Yesterday the Company put 
into service on its Newton-Arllngton 
line, the new semi-convertible, pre- 
payment cars of the latest type. 
These cars have a capacity for 52 
passengers, or 60 per cent larger than 
the old type of cars and will run on 
the usual seven-eight minute sched- 
ule. 

Next Monday the congestion of cars 
In Nonantum square will be relieved 
by starting the Brighton line of cam 
from the Watertown car barn Instead 
of from Nonantum square. ThlB 
change was made possible by the 
transfer of a crossover and widening 
the tracks as mentioned last week in 
the Graphic. The removal of the 
standing cam of the Brighton line 
from the square will allow the Cam- 
bridge line to start from a point 
opposite the post office, where the 
square is wider, and thus remove the 
dangerous condition which has ex- 
isted at the corner of Jefferson street.

An unusual accident in this city,

COMMUNICATION 

To Editor of The Newton Graphic:-- I 

Altogether too many people are 

being killed by automobiles. 

Altogether too many people nre 

being more or less seriously injured 
by nutomoblles. 

Altogether too ninny automobiles 

nre run by men, women nnd chil- 
dren who have no respect nor regard 
Tor the safely of others nor for the 
rules of the road. 

After an automobile noridenl it 

has been almost the invarible habit 
to say that Hie driver of the machine 
was using nil possible eare and that 
the accident was due to the care- 
lessness or the heedlessness of the 
one Injured. In some eases tide may 
he the proper verdict bill no man 
who goes about Newton with his eyes 
open can be ignorant of the reck- 
lessness with which a large number 
of machines are driven. In a live 
minutes walk from the Newtonville 
station 1 have passed a half dozen 
nutomoblles going nt full speed on 
the wrong side of the street. Times 
without number 1 have seen auto- 
mobiles cut from right to left in 
their ways across the railroad 
bridges that lead into Washington 
street nnd at l /O well avenue one 
recent morning a school boy on a 
bicycle riding towards the High 
School nnd starting to turn In at the 
l^owell avenue bridge only saved 
himself from collision with an auto- 
mobile, that rushed out of the bridge 
on the wrong side, by turning his 
wheel on to the sidewalk and run- 
ning into the railroad fence. Auto- 
mobiles tear by so near lo cars that 
have stopped to discharge passengers 
that the wonder is that passengers 
have not been killed and maimed by 
the hundreds. Automobiles driven 
by boys nnd girls rush about in a 
way to make wayfarers jump for 
their lives to the amusement of the 
occupants of the cars. At the Walker 
street fire stntion Inst week a little 
girl was nearly run over by an 
automobile in which two boys were 
trying to catch up with the auto 
truck which had started for the fire. 

It would be possible for me to 
catalogue to the extent of columns, 
incidents of criminal carelessness in 
the driving of automobiles which 
have come under my own observation. 
Almost any man or woman who 
goeB about the city could do the same 
thing. 

Automobilists, when the matter is 
called to their attention, say that the 
automobile has come to stay and that 
people must adjust themselves to 
conditions. We who get about by 
means of our legs also would like 
to stay and the idea of making part 
of the harvest which heedless auto- 
mobiliBts rush to mow down Ib not 
pleasant to us. 

Conditions are becoming intoler- 
able and it isT.me to cure them. As 
a beginning automobilists should be 
compelled to pay strict attention to 
the rules of the road. It should be 
prima facie evidence of criminal 
carelessness on the part of the driver 
for an automobile to strike any one 
while it 1 h on the wrong side of the 
street. When such carelessness Is 
proved prison sentences should fol- 
low as a matter of course. 

But prevention of accidents is 
better than punishment after acci- 
dents. The police should do more 
than warn those who break the rules 
of the road. Arrests, lines and can- 
cellations of licenses will do much 
to encourage a more general respect 
for the law among drivers. Publicity 
can also do much. If when two 
people together, see a car on the 
wrong side of Aie road, or deboucli- 
Inn^rom a bridge by the wrong side, 
or cutting corners they would make 
a memorandum of the number of the 
car and the date and the time and 
then send the number to the local 
papers and the papers would print 
them we should have a list of the 
more flagrantly careless and a means 
of reaching them. These numbers 
should be filed with the local police 
authorities and the highway com- 
mission. Newton Is as good a place 
as any to begin the application of 
the remedy and once begun it prob- 
ably will spread. It might be well, 
too, to instruct the police to keep a 
similar memoranda.

COMM CMC ATIOX 

To Editor of The Newton Graphic: — 

Altogether too many people are 
being killed by automobiles. 

Altogether loo many people nro 
being more or less seriously Injured 
by automobiles. 

Altogether too many automobiles 
are run by men, women and chil- 
dren who have no respect nor rognrd 
for the safely of others nor for the 
rules of the road. 

After an automobile accident U 
has been almost Hie ittvarlhle habit 
to say (hat the driver of the machine 
was using ail possible care and that 
the accident wns due to the care- 
lessness or the heodlessnoss of the 
one injured. In some ensos this may 
be the proper verdict but no man 
who goes about Newton with his eyes 
open can be ignorant of the reck- 
lessness with which a large number 
of machines nro driven. In a five 
minutes walk from the Newtonville 
station 1 have passed n half dozen 
automobiles going at full speed on 
the wrong side of the street. Times 
without number I have seen auto- 
mobiles cut from right to left In 
their ways across the railroad 
bridges that lead inlo Washington 
street and at Lowell avenue one 
recent morning a school boy on a 
bicycle riding towards the High 
School and starting to turn In at the 
Ixnvell avenue bridge only saved 
himself from collision with an auto- 
mobile, that rushed out of the bridge 
on the wrong side, by turning his 
wheel on to the sidewalk and run- 
ning into the railroad fence. Auto- 
mobiles tear by so near to cars that 
have stopped to discharge passengers 
that the wonder is that passengers 
have not been killed and maimed by 
the hundreds. Automobiles driven 
by boys and girls rush about in a 
way to make wayfarers jump for 
their lives to the amusement of the 
occupants of the cars. At the Walker 
street fire station last week a little 
girl was nearly run over by an 
automobile In which two boys were 
trying to catch up with the auto 
truck which had started for the fire. 

It would be possible for me to 
catalogue to the extent of columns, 
incidents of criminal carelessness in 
the driving of automobiles which 
have come tinder my own observation. 
Almost any man or woman who 
goes about the city could do the same 
thing. 

Automobilists, when the matter is 
called to their attention, say that the 
automobile has come to stay and that 
people must adjuBt themselves to 
conditions. We who get about by 
means of our legs also would like 
to stay and the idea of making part 
of the harvest which heedless auto- 
mobilists rush to mow down is not 
pleasant to us. 

Conditions are becoming intoler- 
able and it is Time to cure them. As 
a beginning automobilists should be 
compelled to pay strict attention to 
the rules of the road. It should be 
prima facie evidence of criminal 
carelessness on the part of the driver 
for an automobile to strike any one 
while It is on the wrong side of the 
street. When Buch carelessness is 
proved prison sentences should fol- 
low as a matter of course. 

But prevention of accidents Is 
better than punishment after acci- 
dents. The police should do more 
than warn those who break the rules 
of the road. Arrests, fines and can- 
cellations of licenses will do much 
to encourage a more general respect 
for the law among drivers. Publicity 
can alBo do much. If when two 
people together^ see a car on the 
wrong side of fne road, or debouch- 
ing from a bridge by the wrong side, 
or cutting corners they would make 
a memorandum of the number of the 
car and the date and the time and 
then send the number to the local 
papers and the papers would print 
them we should have a list of the 
more flagrantly careless and a means 
of reaching them. These numbers 
should be filed with the local police 
authorities and the highway com- 
mission. Newton is as good a place 
us any to begin the application of 
the remedy and once begun it prob- 
ably will spread. It might be well, 
too, to instruct the police to keep a 
Himllar memoranda.

EDITORIAL 


The city election next Tuesday 
will be remarkable for the fact that 
for the first time in many years, there 
are several contests for the office 
of aldermen particularly in the va- 
rious wards. While the Graphic 
deprecates Ihe use of party ma- 
chinery in municipal affairs, yet. it 
is n fact that the nominees of the 
Republican party usually represent 
the bcBt elements in our community, 
and so long as it is more conveni- 
ent for that element to express it- 
self thru the Republican party, so 
long, 1 presume, we shall have so 
called party politics in the city. It 
should be noted however, that two 
Democrats, Aldermen Murphy and 
Cox, bear the Republican endorse- 
ment, so that it is by no means a 
cut nnd dried party affair. For 
alderman at large from wafd 1, ex- 
alderman Reuben Forknall and Mr. 
Hugh Campbell are running, with 
the chances strongly favorable to 
Mr. Forknall. The only other con- 
test at large is that for school com- 
mittee from ward 2, between Mr. Al- 
bert M. Lyon, the present member 
and Mr. Nelson B. Vanderhoof. While 
there are many renaons why the per- 
sonell of our school committee should 
be materially altered, Mr. Lyon’s 
work on that board has been fairly 
satisfactory and 1 believe he should 
be returned. 

In the contest for Nvard aldermen, 
1 believe the voters will follow a 
safe rule, if they vote to return men 
who have served the city, in prefer- 
ence to new and untried men. It 
lakes the average alderman at least 
a year to get his bearings at the 
City Hall, and the longer his con- 
stituents keep him there the more 
valuable his services become to the 
city. Where contests are between 
new men, as in wards 2 and 5, I 
believe the Republican candidates 
should be elected, simply on the 
ground stated above, that the best 
elements in our community generally 
support that party and select its 
candidates.

LECTURE ON TRIPOLI 


Professor Charles W. Furlong, F. 
R. G. S., tbe well-konwn American 
artist and explorer, and author of 
"Tbe Gateway to tbe Sahara," now 
a resident of Newton, will deliver a 
stereopticon lecture In the Imman- 
uel Baptist Church on Wednesday 
evening, December 11th, at 7.45, on 
"Tripoli; The Turko-Italian War and 
Its Relation to the Balkan Situation." 

Professor Furlong is a foremost 
authority Bn Tripoli, in Barbary. He 
gives a graphic description of the 
solitudes of the Great Sahara Desert, 
of the verdant oases with their wav- 
ing palms, and relates many inci- 
dents of Native Arab life. 

There will be many beautiful col- 
ored views giving realistic effects of 
picturesque scenes In the city of Tri- 
oli, the sponge divers, sand storms 
iu the desert, the nomadic Bedouins 
and the beautiful oases. This lec- 
ture is based on Professor Furlong's 
own observations and experiences, 
and 1 b distinctly new and original. 


At the meeting of the Newton High- 
lands O. L. S. C. on Monday ufternoon 
the two land-locked countries of 
South America, “Bolivia and Para- 
guay,” were treated by Miss Anna S. 
Thompson and Mrs. Sanford E. 
Thompson. Bolivia Is Interesting for 
Its resemblance to Switzerland, only 
its mountains are much Higher, for 
Its active volcanoes, for its great salt 
lakes, which reminds one of Utah. 
There are many so-called sunken cit- 
ies from their being situated in de- 
pressions in the plateuux, even though 
they are in reality many hundred feet 
above tbe seu level. An Interesting 
description was given of the most im- 
portant of those cities, La Paz. The 
inhabitants of the country are more 
than half of them Indians. The coun- 
try has a republican form of govern- 
ment and a liberal, probably tbe most 
liberal, constitution of any of the 
South American countries. Its edu- 
cational system Is not very far ud- 
vauced. 

Of Paraguay It was said that the 
country Is largely forest land und its 
population mostly Indians. One pe- 
culiar fact was noted, namely that 
the Paraguay River seems to be a 
curious dlvldiug line, fgr the Indiana 
of ouo side are much more easily civ- 
ilized than those of the other side. 
The essayist found little of interest 
in its history save Its remarkable 
wars, in one alone It Is said that 
nine-tenths of Hi* Inhabitants were 
wiped out.

EDITORIAL 


In an article published last week 
relative to the election of ward alder- 
man in Ward 6, one of our local 
contemporaries descended to about as 
low a plane of dirty politics ns has 
been seen in this city for many, 
many years. The article purported 
to explain Alderman Gray’s connec- 
tion with the recent laying out of 
Bishopgate road and The Ledges 
road in Newton Centre, under the 
betterment act, and was cunningly 
framed to antagonize Alderman 
Gray's candidacy for re-election, 
thru distorted facts and vagu6 Inuen- 
do. The real facts could have easily 
been found if the author had been 
seeking them. They are as follows, — 
Recent real estate development in that 
vicinity, adding a large amount to 
the valuation of the city, caused the 
owners of land to ask for the accep- 
tance by the city of two private 
streets. As some of the nbuttors 
did not care to join with the peti- 
tioners in building the streets aB 
required by the ordinances, it was 
necessary to ask for the acceptance 
under the betterment act, whereby 
the city builds the street and as- 
sesses the entire cost on the abut- 
torB. After a full and fair hearing 
the city government, consisting of 
21 men, altho Alderman Gray did not 
vote on the matter at all, decided 
that it was for the public interest 
to build these streets, and the money 
was duly appropriated. It was al- 
leged in the article in question that 
Alderman Gray used hie influence 
to have special conditions apply to 
these streets, which would not apply 
to other streets, and it is a matter 
of fact that in view of the steep 
grade on the street, and its probable 
use it was also decided by the board 
of aldermen that a road bed of 20 
feet would be sufficient for all prac- 
tical purposes, and that only one 
sidewalk was necessary. In place 
of the expense which was saved by 
these exceptions, it was agreed that 
the roadbed should be made dust 
proof, whereas the UBual acceptable 
roadbed is of gravel. In this con- 
nection it is well to state that every 
Btreet presents peculiar conditions 
os to grade or drainage, and excep- 
tions are usually made in every case 
presented for acceptance. Following 
the usual custom of the city, where 
any considerable grade is found, the 
streets were laid out only to the 
top of the grade, and so far as The 
lodges road is concerned, the lay 
out was not carried as far as Mr. 
Gray desired, Instead of stopping at 
a point wht re Mr. Gray’s assessment 
would be less, as stated in the news- 
paper article. From years of experl 
enee In city uffairs, 1 can state 
positively that the laying out of these 
streets was done in a perfectly nor- 
mal way, without undue Influence 
from Alderman Gray or the petition- 
ers, and tliut the laying out of these 
streets will prove an undoubted 
benefit to the city. The only regret- 
able part of the whole uffalr is the 
attitude taken by the newspaper in 
question and (he misleading state- 
ment s which were published at the 
end of a political eampulgn, too lute 
for refutation. 

While Mr. Gray’s defeat cannot be 
laid wholly to this story, and prob- 
ably was largely due to the question 
of sixth class liquor Declines, It la 
undeniably true that the publica- 
tion of such urticles will deter our 
best, citizens from becoming mem- 
bers of our city government, and )n- 
so fur, materially affect the high 
standing of our board of aldermen. 


of Statistics for enlarging Ihe powers 
and duties of the present Auditing 
department and the creation of the 
office of purchasing agent crystnlizea 
the ideas which have been expressed 
from lime to time by many persons 
familiar with conditions nt City Hnll. 
There is hut little doubt of the need 
of strengthening the powers of the 
city auditor, -vt present he is prac- 
tically a bookkeeper, with many of 
the detailed accounts kept by the de- 
partments, not under his control. To 
give that office complete control of 
all accounts in the vnrious depart- 
ments — to ennblo him to prevent pay- 
ment of hills improperly incurred, 
and in general to exercise a financial 
oversight over the city’s affairs will 
he of great value to every tnx payer. 

The need of a purchasing agent Is 
not so clear. While it has been said 
that the supply bills of the city will 
reach $200,000 a year, n large portion 
of this sum is expended for such ar- 
ticles ns sewer nnd water pipe, road 
oils, coal, etc., which are now being 
purchased as well nnd as economic- 
ally by department heads ns they 
could be by a purchasing agent, and 
while, it ia true, thnt some economies 
might be made by purchasing some 
things In bulk, and by a more on re fill 
distribution, there would be the dan- 
ger of creating a new and possibly 
high-salaried office, which might 
eventually cost far more than the 
amount to be saved. It has been sug- 
gested that the mayor might establish 
some form of co-operation in pur- 
chasing supplies by department 
bends, which would accomplish all 
I he desired results without the form- 
al creation of the office of purchasing 
agent. 


The action of the voters In accept- 
ing the act to grant the firemen one 
day off - in five was only what was to 
be expected when the average citi- 
zen allows a feeling of good nature 
or of sentiment to control his vote, 
as opposed to the common sense, busi- 
nesslike manner of conducting city 
affairs. The favorable vote on this 
matter will add about $5000 to the 
city expenses for next year, nnd the 
only benefit received Will be the fact 
that a $1200 job with one day off In 
five will probably attract a better und 
a higher grade of men than the old 
conditions.

Every efTort. to bring the work of 
the clubs and of the Federation 
nearer together is to he welcomed. 
The moat recent nttempt of this sort 
Is the bringing together for informal 
conferences of the various depart- 
ments of the Federation and the 
representatives of these departments 
in the cluhB. The first such confer- 
ence was held at. Hotel Vendome, 
Boston, on Wednesday afternoon of 
last week, when ahout forty women 
Interested in Civil Service Reform 
res ponded to the invitation of that 
department.

The members of the Social Science 
Club had a most Interesting meeting 
on Wednesday morning when Mrs. 
George H. Wilkins, president of the 
Newton Federation, told of the work 
which the Federation has close at 
heart and Mr. Ernest Herman spoke 
of Playgrounds and the meaning of 
the movement. 

Mrs. Wilkins recalled to the minds 
of her hearers many things attempted 
by the Federation in its early dayB and 
pointed out how they were prophetic 
of what the Federation has since 
done and is still trying to accom- 
plish. She cited the securing of the 
police matron and the original inten- 
tion that she should also serve as 
probation officer. The latter it has 
been impossible to accomplish be- 
cause of her many duties, but the 
need of probation work was recog- 
nized in those days even as it is 
today. Mrs. Wilkins stated that the 
new dental clinic for which the So- 
cial Service committee of the Federa- 
tion haB been planning for many 
months, will at length be opened on 
the first of January. The opening 
of the Bureau of Newton Activities 
has been delayed owing to the many 
details, which have yet to be ar- 
ranged.

Is ihr first In the world to undertake 
demonstrating to the people that it 
Is not merely a storehouse. So. 
through the Sunday and Thursday 
conferences supplemented by the 
docent service, the museum is striv- 
ing to Intel pret works of art to the 
people, nnd endeavoring to Instruct 
the people In an appreciation of art. 

As an aid in the appreciation of 
beautiful things the Federation de- 
partment has published a list of 
books and magazines which will be 
helpful and can be secured at a 
nominal sum from the chairman, 
MIbh Whittier. Miss Sarah A. Drew, 
a member of the committee, explain- 
ed the list of books, — present day 
publications, ns site said, which have 
proVed vital In stirring a love of 
the beautiful. In speaking of the 
appreciation of beautiful things Miss 
Drew struck a vital note when she 
said that the jewel should have not 
only the proper background of suit- 
able clothes, but also the background 
of the proper occasion. 

Mrs. J. W. Sheeham, who had pre- 
pared the liBt of magazines, ex- 
plained them and also told of the 
Library Art Club, a collection of 
pictures, which libraries may have 
for exhibition upon paying a Bmall 
membership fee. and urged the 
women to see that their own town 
libraries secured the benefits of these 
exhibits. She told also of what had 
been done in Worcester among the 
children In bringing them to the 
art museum and by stones illus- 
trated with pictures and the objects 
themselves they are being taught 
the love of the beautiful, while in- 
cidental they are getting lesBonB in 
museum manners, a keener sensi- 
tiveness and a deeper appreciation 
of the beautiful. 

Then followed a conference in 
which members from various clubs 
told of specific work, which they 
have been doing. 

The morning session closed with a 
delightful paper on "The Education- 
al Value of Pageants," by Mrs. Cyrus 
E. Dallin of Arlington, who has de- 
signed several of the artistic pa- 
geants given in this country. The 
community pageant, she said, gives 
a vast opportunity for the develop- 
ment of community spirit. It should 
never be given with an idea of profit. 
If you happen to have a profit so 
much the better. It should be cre- 
ated by the community. While It is 
mainly planned by a central com- 
mittee In order to secure unification 
of interest, yet the chiefs of the 
various scenes should be allowed 
certain liberties in the working out 
of their parts. The result is the 
benefit from working together for 
a worthy end, the arousing of civic 
pride, the meeting of various social 
sets upon an equal footing and the 
sharing equally In the responsibility. 
Four things are necessary for a 
successful pageant, a beautiful set- 
ting. an able, tactful, indomitable 
committee, money, and enthusiasm. 

At the afternoon session Mr. Philip 
J. Gentner of the Worcester Art 
Museum Bpoke upon "Impressionism 
in Painting." This modern move- 
ment in painting, he said, has 
brought out the vitality of sunlight, 
particularly the beauty of sunlight 


included, measures that have been 
mi rivet ted ami jammed In so as 
to hold less than the full amount, 
sugar bags of heavy paper weighing 
3 1-6 ounces, rolls of picture wire 
8' short, large boxes of stationery 
with false bottoms.

The pure 
food and drug act Bhould require 
the amount contained as well as the 
Ingredients placed upon package 
goods. There should also be some 
authority placed over weights and 
measures. Just as there iB over the 
money of the country and State 
legislation is needed In order to 
have more direct control over the 
loral authorities. 

MIsb Mary C. Wiggln, secretary 
of the Massachusetts Consumers’ 
League, spoke on ’Clean Bakeries." 
Miss Wiggin told of her visits to 
many bakeries of the State, there 
being no large firm that has not been 
visited. The care of the bakeries 
has been thrown on the local boards 
of health which unfortunately some- 
times get careless. She urges the 
club women to take an Interest in 
the conditions of their own towns 
and even though they themselves 
do not need to patronize the bakeries, 
they have a responsibility toward 
the women who are compelled to do 
so. Miss Wiggin through her food 
Judgment and tact has been able 
to secure greatly improved con- 
ditions, where another might have 
stirred up hard feeling and antago- 
nism. Leaflets giving correct weight 
of articles usually sold by dry 
measure and others containing a list 
of approved bakeries were distrib- 
uted among those present. There 
was a social hour at the close.

FOOD SANITATION CONFERENCE 


The meeting of the Newton Federa- 
tion of Women's ClubB at the Central 
Church, Newtonvllle yesterday was in 
charge of the Social Service Commit- 
tee and was addressed by Mrs. Kath- 
arine Bowlker, President of the Wo- j 
man's Municipal League of Boston. 

This organization of 2000 women is 
decidedly democratic, the fee of twen- 
ty-five cents making it possible for 
women of all classes to become mem- 
bers. It is a society for work, not 
for play, its whole purpose being to 
help women do more effectively the 
work of housekeeping and homemak- 
ing for the city. 

Its first business was housecloan- 
ing. An investigation brought out the 
startling fact that Massachusetts 
stands 40th of the 48 states In the 
matter of laws for food protection. 
Women inspectors employed by the 
League, and they have a reputation 
for seeing more than meu inspectors, 
have found and dealt successfully 
with appalling conditions in the mar- 
kets of the congested districts and by- 
tact and kindness have won the co- 
operation of both dealers and custo- 
mers. 

The travelling exhibit giving an ob- 
ject lesson on the difference between 
a dirty and a clean market has made 
an Impression on many poor women 
and especially the children who are

The children, all members of the 
house, are taking a keen interest In 
the rehearsals, which are being held 
under the direction of Miss Grace 
rrancls, who ib in charge of the 
work. 

The title of the show is “Christ- 
mas at MIbb Prim,” which is particu- 
larly adapted for this season of the 
year. The musical numbers during j 
the entertainment will be under the. 
direction of Mrs. Gordon Stearns, 
plnntBt and Mr. Gordon Stearns, man- 
dolin, and the singing will be directed 
by Miss Ethel Underwood. 

Since the Settlement was started 
seven years ago, much good work 
lias been accomplished. When or- 
ganized it was known as the Nonnn- 
tum Day Nursery Association, and 
Its first quarters were located on 
Watertown street, near Adams street. 
As the house grew, larger quarters 
were needed, and the present location 
was sought. The house was started 
by 60 well known women residents 
of Newton, Newtonville and WeBt 
Newton, and is now patronized by 
200 children and mothers. 

MIbb FranciB is being assisted In 
carrying out the interesting program 
for the enjoyment of the mothers and 
children, by fully 80 volunteer work- 
ers, mauy of whom are college girls, 
throughout this city. The stamp 
savings bank is enrolled In by 80 
children, while an equally large num- 
ber are members of the housekeeping 
class, crocheting class and cooking 
claBB. 

The members of the housekeeping 
class are taught how to do every- 
thing from the making of fires, 
sweeping, duBting and other things 
which are expected of good house- 
keepers. In the crocheting class, 
the girls are instructed in the making 
of sweaters, capB, slipperB and other 
useful articles. 

During each month a Mother's 
Day Is held, during which useful 
articles such aB sheets, clothing and 
other articles are made at a much 
smaller cost than they could be pur- 
chased. During the afternoon hooka 
are read tD them, which helps bo 
much in passing a pleasant day. 
Besides this, entertainments are ar- 
ranged for their benefit and so far 
Intense interest has been taken in 
them. 

All nationalities are among the 
members, and the various playrooms 
for the children are well patronized 
For the children, who attend school, 
the parents of whom are employed hi 
the miilB and other places, the house 
supplies an excellent lunch for them 
during the noon hour. The small 
charge of 10 cents a year is charged 
to those members of the house, which 
Ib within the reach of all classes.

ATHLETIC TESTS 

To Be Required of All Candidates at 
High School 

At the meeting of the athletic 
Committee held this week the new 
plan suggested by Dr. A. 1). Browne, 
physical director of sports at the 
Newton High School, whereby nil 
members of the school who enter Into 
athletics are forced to undergo un 
eligibility test, was adopted, and will 
be put into effect at the opening of 
the Spring term In April. The rule 
applies to all members of the Junior, 
Sophomore and Freshman classes, 
and will be extended to the Senior 
class at the opening of School next 
year. 

It 1 b the object of these tests to 
determine the boy’s physical fitness 
for athletic events, and if certain 
parts are not up to the standard, a 
special kind of exercise, which will 
assist in building up that part, will 
be given the boy. This new system 
will also afford an opportunity for 
individual competition, thus inducing 
the boys to exercise and develop the 
whole body, and to engage the atten- 
tion of more boys in physical ac- 
tivities. 

Another of its objects is to con- 
serve the health and strength of the 
students. To expose boys, having one 
or more weak spots, to rough play 
where great muscular effort is re- 
quired, subjects them to great risks 
of temporary or permanent Injury. 

Any boy satisfying the Director 
that his heart Is normal and that he 
has had no recent operation may take 
the Physical Test. There are three 
Grades — A, B and C. To be eligible 
for the Class Teams a boy must take 
the test and have a grade of C, and 
to be eligible for the First Teams, 
or teams representing the Newton 
High School, a boy must have a 

grade of B. A Grade represents 
excellence In physical proficiency.

EDITORIAL 


The action of the aldermen In 
creating an accounting department 
with greatly increased powers is but 
a step In the general scheme lo effect 
greater efficiency in the administra- 
tion of our city affairs. But this 
alone will not be sufficient. There 
muBt be somewhere in our system, a 
strong central authority, either ex- 
ercised by a mayor who shall devote 
hiB entire attention to city affairs, or 
by a mayor’s assistant or a general 
manager, who should act under the 
nominal direction of an honorary 
mayor. 

Our present administraion is one 
of departmental units, over which the 
mayor usually has but casual super- 
vision and while our department 
heads do good work and the city 
receives a fair return for every dol- 
lar expended, there Is a lack of co- 
ordination, which prevents the best 
possible results. An accounting de- 
partment which would strictly en- 
force the provision of our city charter 
designed to prevent liability being; 
incurred beyond the appropriations, 
would go a long way towards keeping 
affairs in better condition, but it 
would still require a more centralized 
power than now exists, in order to 
obtain the utmost efficiency. 

This result can be obtained by 
adopting the German method of elect- 
ing a mayor who iB an acknowledged 
expert in municipal affairs and who 
should hold office during good be- 
havior — a method which is probably 
too far in advance of present day 
American politics. It can also be 
obtained by utilizing the mayor’s 
aasistant clause in our present city 
charter, and filling that office with a 
high grade, (and probably high sal- 
aried man) who would, under the 
general direction of a mayor elected 
as at present, be in fact, the general 
manager of the entire city. Such a 
man, would, in the course of a few’ 
years, be of great value to the city, 
and, barring politics, cause our civic 
machinery to operate at the maxi- 
mum efficiency. 

The action of the aldermen in re- 
tiring under a liberal pension, Cap- 
tain John Ryan of the police depart- 
ment will be generally approved. Cap- 
tain Ryan had a splendid military rec- 
ord before he entered the police force 
and his service there has been faith- 
ful and conscientious. It iB also ap- 
propriate to make the retirement af- 
fective on January 22, 1913, when 

Captain Ryan will have completed the 
rather remarkable period of 35 years’ 
service in the department. 

The great Improvement which ia 
taking place in the Newton Upper 
FallB section of this city, should be 
brought to the attention of the N. Y., 
N. H. &. 11. R. R. Co. with a request 
that the Upper Falls be given a rail- 
road station commensurate with its 
growing importance.

The Newton Highlands C. L. S. C. 
was entertained by Mrs. Fred R. 
Hayward of Centre street on Mon- 
day afternoon. Mrs. Hanson B. 
Rogers was- in charge of the work, 
Chile being the country studied. Its 
name comes from an old Peruvian 
word, tchlle, meaning snow. Topo- 
graphically the country has ihe 
strangest configuration of any on the 
globe. It has a coastline of 2,615 
miles with the Andes mountains 
forming its entire eastern boundary 
from north to south. The geological 
history is full of interest and moat 
of its development has resulted from 
volcanic disturbances. On account of 
its peculiar shape the climate is ex- 
ceedingly different at various alti- 
tudes. In early times Chile pos- 
sessed some mineral wealth, although 
not as much as many of the other 
countries of South America; yet 
there was sufficient gold and silver 
to attract the Spanish settlers and to 
keep them in Chile for the first 150 
years. 

The country contains many rivers, 
but few that are of any uid to navi- 
gation. They are mostly short 
streams formed by the melting snows 
of the Andes and furnish water for 
irrigation purposes. 

It is to the nitrates and mining 
products that the wealth of Chile Is 
due. Chile controls the world’s 
supply of nitrate and these beds 
were the cause of the cruel wur 
about thirty years ago when Chile 
captured ihem from Peru. 

The revolution of Chile was 
brought about after many wars and 
much suffering, but at length on 
September 18th. 1810, independence 
was gained. TUIb day Is celebrated 
us 1 h our Fourth of July. The gov- 
ernment is similar to that of the 
Unfttui States, although the presi- 
dent's term or service Is five years 
and ho ineligible to immediate re- 
election. The governing classes are 
for the most purl descendants of the 
Spanish and professional men. doc- 
tors and lawyers, are of Chilian 
birth, while the mercantile business 
of nil kinds is carried on almost in- 
variably by foreigners. 

The two principal cities are Valpa- 
raiso and Santiago. The former is 
the most important port, next to San 
Fraud boo on the eastern shores ol 
the Pacific. Few cities in the world 


have as fine a. location as Santiago, 
which was founded ns the first town 
in Chile In the 16th century. P 
preserves in wood and stone the 
spirit of Old Spain transplanteil to 
the New World. Both Valparaiso 
and Santiago have great wealth and 
beautiful buildings, — both public and 
private. Wonderful things are prom- 
ised for Chile In the near future, as 
it is a country of exceptional ad- 
vantages, and great possibilities. 

Mrs, Mary Atherton Howe, presi- 
dent of the Newton Equal Franchise 
Association, gave an interesting talk 
on "Woman's Suffrage" before the 
Waban Woman's Club at the home 
of Mrs. Charles H. Cook on Monday 
afternoon In the place of Mrs. Susan 
W. Fitzgerald, who had been an- 
nounced. Mrs. Howe first explained 
the difference between a suffragette 
and a Buffragist, saying that there 
are no suffragettes In this country, 
but that the suffragists are at the 
head of a world-wide movement to 
procure for women the right to vote. 
Constitutionally women should vote, 
since it haB been ruled in courtB 
that every woman Is a citizen and 
every citizen is supposed to have the 
right of enfranchisement. She said, 
however that the liquor interests, 
the political machines and the 
moneyed corporations are actively 
opposed to women having a direct 
influence in the government of their 
states. In 1914 or 1915 she said that 
Massachusetts would probably be a 
campaign Btate and In order to be 
successful at that lime, all women 
of this state must begin to organize 
Questions and discussion followed 
the talk and a delightful tea con- 
cluded the afternoon’s entertainment.

SUES FOR $25,000 

Auburndale Resident Asks Court to Cancel 
Deed ot Bit) 

An action 1o recover $25,000 from 
John Dutton Wright, proprietor of the 1 
Wright Oral 8choo! at 1 Mount Morris 
Park West, New York, has been filed 
in the New York supreme court by Mr. 
Philip Willner, aged 84, of Auburn 
street, Auburndale. Mr. Willner also 
aBks the court to cancel a deed of gift 
under which Wright claims the $26,- 
000 . 

Mr. Willner, who is a retired pro- 
fessor, declares Wright called himself 
the "loyal son" of the plaintiff and 
finally got such an ascendancy over 
him that the latter transferred $100,000 
in securetlcs to Wright with the under- 
standing that Wright would give up 
his business In New York, come to Au- 
burndale with Willner and pay the in- 
come from the securetles to Willner 
during his lifetime. 

Willner asserts that lie waited one 
year for Wright to keep IiIr promise 
to come to Auburndale. Then, Willner 
says, lie went to New York and asked 
Wright for the return of ilia securetles. 
Wright gave him back $75,000, hut In- 
duced Willner to give him a deed for 
,thc remaining $25,000. 

Wright later demanded more money, 
Willner says, and it was refused. Then 
Wright threatened to make false state- 
ments about Willner, it is charged. 

MRS. FARNSWORTH DEAR 

Mrs. Oclavia M. Farnsworth, who 
died at the Newton Hospital on Sun- i 
day, Dec. 22, was for a number of years 
one of the best known newspaper wo- 
men of New England. From 1888 to 
1899 she edited The Merrimack Jour- 
nal, a live weekly, published at Fruuk- 
1 in Fails, N. H.. and came in touch 
whh most of the prominent people of 
the “Granite State.” 

Mrs. Farnsworth was born in 1838, 
at Lisbon, Me., and was the daughter 
of Cephas and Caroline (Brown) 
Farnsworth. She received an unusu- 
ally advanced education for her day, 
keeping pace with her brothers In 
their college studies, and became a 
teacher whose work received the ap- 
proval of several famous educators, 
under whom she taught while still a 
young woman. To the very last of her 
life she retained all the alertness of 
mind and the clear grasp of details 
that made her bo able as a teacher and 
an editor. In her write-ups she had a 
rare capacity for telling the whole 
story and yet wasting no words, and 
her biographical or genealogical sto- 
ries, matter that she handled con 
a mure, were masterly. 

With her almost virile mentality, 
Mrs. Farnsworth combined the gen- 
tle manners and fen.L.'he graces ot 
the old school. She was a lover of the 
beautiful in art and nature, and dur- 
ing the last months of her life, al- 
though suffering much pain and weak- 
ness, it was her custom to take long 
walks and forget her weariness in t lie 
beauty of the landscape. Of the good 
in people she met she hud a remark- 
able appreciation, equally well found- 
I ed whether they were prominent in 
[ public circles or only living the sim- 
ple life iu some quiet corner. It was 
interesting to hear her well worded 
and gently delivered eulogy on some 
honest and humble worker with whom 
she had come iu contact while on her 
daily waiks. 

The men of her rumily had all been 1 
members of Masonic lodgcB uud Mrs. 
Furnsworlh was u believer iu the Or- 
der and while residing in New Hamp- 
shire was herself a member ol the 
Eastern Star. She found little time i 
for club work but was for several . 
years a member of the New England 
Women’s Frees Association. She had 
been a resident of various purls of 
Newton, was at one time a teacher in 
the old Mason School, Newton rent re, 
and for several years did reporter's 
work for the Newton Circuit. One 
son, Rexford C. Farnsworth, ol Wln- 
tlirop, .Mass., survives his mother. The 
funeral service was in charge of rela- 
tives at Fort land, Me., ond the inter- 
ment was in the futility lot at Lisbon.

Recipe for the Ever Popular Straw. 

harry Shortcahe— Cherry Souffle 
a Delicacy That Will Appeal 
to Both Old and Young. 

Sift together one quart of flour, on* 
teaspoonful of baking soda, one tea- 
spoonful of baking powder, one table 
spoonful of sugar; rub Into It three- 
quarters of a cupful of butter, mix into 
a soft dough with one well beaten egg 
mixed with one cupful of buttermilk 
and handle very lightly; roll it out and 
cut into two layers to fit buttered lay- 
er cake pans. Bake in a moderate 
oven till ready. When ready and 
cool, spread with mashed and sweet- 
ened Btrawberrlee on one of them, 
placing the other layer on the top. 
Cover with boiled frosting and dec- 
orate with large ripe strawberries. 

Strawberry Shortcake. — Two heap 
Ing cupfuls of flour, three teaspoonfuli 
of baking powder, one cupful of milk 
two tablespoonfula of butter, four table 
spoonfuls of lard and a quarter of a 
teasponful of salt. Mix and Bift the 
dry ingredients, then add the butter 
and lard and chop until thoroughly 
blended; gradually add the milk. 
When thoroughly mixed divide In 
halves; put each half Into a round, 
buttered and floured cake tin. Flour 
and pat to fit the tin. Bake for 12 
minutes In hot oven. Separate the up- 
per portions from the lower portions 
Df each cake with a fork — never with 
a knife. Spread with butter. All with 
strawberry filling and arrange In lay- 
ers. 

To make the Btrawberry filling: 
Hull, cut In pieces and sweeten two 
boxes of ripe strawberries, let them 
stand for several hours. Arrange be- 
tween the layers of shortcake and 
garnish the top with whole strawber- 
ries and sweetened cream flavored 
with one teaBponful of strawberry ex 
tract. 

Making a Cherry Souffle. — Two ta- 
blespoonfulB of butter, two tablespoon- 
fuls of flour, half a cupful of milk, 
three heaping tablespoonfula of 
chopped preserved cherries, two table- 
Bpoonfuls of sugar, three eggs and 
Dne additional white of egg and one 
teaspoonful of rose extract. 

A souffle tin is plain and holds about 
one pint. It Is prepared thus* Butter 
It well; then butter a double piece of 
white paper and wrap It round th* tin 
outside, having about two inches 
above the edge, and tie it on securely. 
The paper is torn off when the souffle 
Is ready. Blend the butter and flour 
in a small saucepan over the fire, then 
add the milk, stir till it boils and be- 
comes thick; remove from the fire to 
cool Tor ten minutes, then add the 
sugar, the yolks of the eggs, one by 
one, stirring each thoroughly, add the 
cherrleB and the rose extract, then 
fold In the whites of the eggs stiffly 
beaten, and pour into the prepared tin. , 

Put it in a saucepan with half an : 
inch of boiling water; put the lid on 
the saucepan and steam gently for i 
three-quarters of an hour. Turn out 
and Berve at once with hot milk. 

Cherry Cake. 

Quarter cup of butter, quarter cup I 
»f sugar, one egg. one cup of flour, i 
me heaping teaspoon of baking pow- ; 
ier, two tablespoons of brandy. 

Spread In a form or tin, put on the 
pitted cherries and sprinkle with 
twleback or cracker crumbs. Bake 20 
uinutes. 

Filling — Yolks of three eggs, one- 
sighth of pound of grated almonds, 
:hree or four bitter almondB, one- 
slghth pound of sugar, rind of a lem- 
m. 

Beat the yolka and sugar fifteen 
minutes, add almonds and rind of lem- 
m and the beaten white of three eggs 
Return to the oven until light brown. 

Salad of Tomatoes, 

Chop up soma tomatoes, email, fla- 
vor them with a bead of garlic and a 
ihalot chopped up and rubbed through 
;he sieve; add four tablespoonfula of 
a hipped aspic jelly und mayonnaise 
lauce, and mix into the puree. Deco 
rate a mold with hard-boAed eggs 
stamped out la rounds or stars, and 
irrange them in tiera one above the 
pther. Between each luyer of egg 
place a little chervil leaf and a sprig 
of terragon alternately; fill the mold 
with the tomuto puree, place on Ice, 
*nd when ready, turn out. Garnish 
with Bmall salad mixed with mayon- 
naise sauce round the base.

Yet it is unfortunately true 
that even in this day of enlighten- 
ment many families move along in 
well worn ruts, repeating every week, 
day by day, the same old program 
with very slight variation. It Is no 
wonder that the children lose their 
appetite, and the husband ceases to 
take any interest in meal time. 

A common fault In housekeeping Is 
to repeat ad nauseum a favorite dish. 
A young man once remarked that he 
had never dared to praise any article 
on the table for fear It would be serv- 
ed henceforth for seven days in the 
week. His fond mother, seeking to 
pleaBe his taste, did not realize how 
she was tiring him. The most deli- 
cious viand In the world loses its 
charm with constant repetition. Only 
bread and butter will Btand the every 
day teBt. 

To put It very baldly, lack of vari- 
ety means sheer laziness. For laziness 
Is of many kinds, mental, moral and 
physical. Many a housekeeper, who 
never shirks actual work, does not 
exert her brains enough in planning 
for her table. She does not consider It 
necessary. Others, who are more or 
less bright about thinking of new 
things, are always too busy or too 
tired and constantly postpone the hap- 
py day for a special delicacy. Happy 
Is a family where the good house- 
keeper understands and lives up to 
the belief that variety in diet is as 
important as In our pleasures.

EDITORIAL 


Some weeks ago, the State Bureau 
of Statistics issued its fourth annual 
report on Municipal Finances, and 
altho the figures are somewhat old, 
toeing based on reports of 1909, con- 
siderable interest was taken in com- 
parison with the various cities. New- 
ton was heralded as being the most 
expensive city in the state, with a 
per capita cost of $93.04, Boston being 
Becond with $75.78 per capita. 1 have 
had occasion before to call particular 
attention to the erroneous conclusions 
which may be drawn from figures 
like these, which do not include ALL 
the data, and it is a matter of regret 
that a state office should publish fig- 
ures from which a wrong impression 
may be obtained. The per capita cost 
of the various cities was not published 
by the Bureau, but was figured out 
by the various newspapers, from the 
statistics given, and these statistics, 
in my opinion failed to state alt the 
details necessary for an intelligent 
comparison. For instance, the Bum 
of $1,380,132.34 is included in the total 
payments of Newton for the payment 
of temporary loans, while Brookline, 
a municipality almost Indentical with 
Newton in city expenses only has 
$550,000 In temporary loans. This 
difference is explained from the fact 
that Newton borrows its temporary 
loans on short lime or on call, being 
obliged thereby to pay one loan and 
borrow another, sometimes making 
two or even three payments, to vir- 
tually carry one amount of money. In 
this way, the total payments are in- 
creased, as compared with another 
municipality which borrows the same 
amount of money on longer periods 
of time. It is hardly fair, therefor, 
to Newton to include its temporary 
loan payments, without some explana- 
tion, and it would be still more satis- 
factory to exclude all temporary loan 
payments, (other than interest 
charges) from any computation of 
municipal cost. On this busts, then, 
Newton would have a per capita cost 
of $58.36 as compared with $68.32 
for Boston and 5G5.32 for Brookline, 
a comparison which would more near- 
ly indicate the actual municipal ex- 
penses of those cities. 

In this connection, it 1 b also fair to 
*Bay that whenever comparisons are 
to be made in regard to expenses, 
either of municipalities or of individ- 
uals, the facts regarding IncomeB 
should also be given. One city can 
afford to give itself better service 
than another, just as one man may be 
able to live more comfortably than 
another. The real comparison, there- 
for, should be based on the relation of 
expenses to receipts, and not per 
capita costs. 

The report also falls to show a com- 
parison of the various cities in regard 
to the $12.00 limit which may be 
raised for municipal purposes from 
the tax levy, A table showing these 
figures would be of considerable 
value, clearly indicating the manner 
in which the cities are run. In ihis 
respect Newton would stand remark- 
ably well ub we raised but $10.55 the 
present year for municipal purposes, 
while many cities are not only up to 
the $12.00 limit but are actually rais- 
ing money in other ways for current 
expenses. 

I believe I am somewhat Justified, 
therefore, In expressing a mild protest 
against the publication of figures from 
which such unnatural comparisons 
may be made.

Devil’s Food. 

Cream one cup of light brown sugar 
with one-fourth of a cupful of butter 
and one egg. Add one cupful of sour 
milk or cream, first dissolving in it one 
teaspoonful of soda. Stir in one tea- 
spoonful of vanilla, and one-fourth cup- 
ful or sifted flour and two squares of 
bittor chocolate dissolved in three- 
fourths of a cupful of boiling water. 
If sour cream is used Instead of milk, 
use half the quantity of butter. Bake 
in two layers or in a loaf In a moder- 
ate oven, 


Hints About Steel. 

To clean articles made of steel, rub 
with a piece of raw potato, unslaked 
lime or powdered pumice. Skates, 
sled runners, etc., may he prevented 
from rusting, when they are stored 
away for the summer, by coating them 
with a mixture of lard, pulverized 
black lead and camphor. 

To remove rust from steel, rub with 
Halt wet with hot vinegar; scour and 
rinse with boiling water. 

Dry with a clean flannel cloth and 
polish with sweet oil. 


Washing Egga, 

The ordinary way to break an egg 
is to hit it against another egg or 
over the edge of the mixing bowl and 
let the contents stream over the side 
of the shell without considering 
whether the latter is clean or not. 
Even If there Is no visible dirt, the 
shell may not be as clean as it seems, 
for it may have come from,, a dirty 
nest or have been untidily handled. 
Eggs should therefore always be 
washed before breaking. 


Ice Cream Coffee. 

Put a good-sized spoon of vanila ice 
cream Into the bottom of a tall, lurge 
glass and fill up with chilled and Iced 
coffee made with sugar und cream. Dr* 
not stir. Serve with long-handled 
spoon. 


When Bluing Clothea. 

The next lime you prepare your 
bluing water add a little salt. This 
helps to distribute the color and pre- 
vents the clothes from becoming 
streaked or blotched from the bltiinir. 


Health Plum Pudding. 

Two cups best graham flour, sifted 
and iheu measured. Mix with half a 
teaspoon of salt, one-half teaspoon of 
soda and one teaspoon of baking pow- 
der, one cup of nuts (either almouds, 
English walnuts or pecans), a cup of 
raising, a cup of uillk and one-half cup 
of molasses. Wash, seed and dry the 
raisins and flour them lightly. Slice 
«r chop the nuts fine, theu add mo- 
lasses and milk to the flour; mix w'e!) 
and quickly; add raising und nuts; 
mix thoroughly again. Butter pud 
ding mold, turn in the batter uud 
boil three hours. Serve with iemor 
sauce.

The will of Captain E. Edward How- 
ard of Newton who died November 26, 
1912, has been filed in the Probate 
Court. The will Is dated May 12, 1906, 
and names Helen M. Howard and Hen- 
ry B. Day of Newton as executors. No 
valuation of the estate was filed and 
nil the bequests In the will are private. 
The heirs-at-law are Mrs. Helen M. 
Howard, widow, and Pauline S. How- 
ard. a daughter, both of West Newton. 
In the case of the death of his wife and 
daughter before him, Mr. Howard pro- 
vided that after four private bequests 
of $10,000 each had been made that the 
estate was to go to the city of Newton 
to build and equip a Technical High 
School within three years after his 
death. The coBt and equipment of the 
school was to be, exclusive of land, 
$200,000. The school was to be located 
in Newt onvi lie and was to be an in- 
dependent school with a master of its 
own and was to be for both boys and 
girls. In case of the failure of the 
city to accept the gift, he provided that 
after the four bequests of $10,000 each 
that the estate avhb to go to the Second 
Congregational Society in Newton for 
the erection of a new church at West 
Newton.

phlc Sheets from 6 to 10 cents— 
- Higher Figure Still Merely N'oml- 
nnL 


Afier January 1 (he stnmlnrd topo 
graphic maps of the United States 
Geological Survey will he sold at 10 
cents a copy or 6 cents wholesale, an 
order amounting to $3 or more enth 
ling the purchaser to the reduced rate. 
Those maps have heretofore been sold 
by the Director of the Geological Sur 
vey, under authority of Congress, at 6 
cents retail and 3 cents wholesale, but 
for some time it hns been recognized 
that this price hns been too low. The 
constantly Increasing refinement in 
the field work of the topogrnphic sur- 
veys, the Immense amount of detailed 
information which 1 b put upon the 
maps, requiring the most expert and 
tedious drafting and copper-plate en- 
graving, the great care necessary in 
insuring the exnct register for the 
three or four color lithographic print 
lugs, and the largely increased cost 
of labor and paper have made the in 
crease In charge not. only justifiable 
but necessary. As a matter of fact, 10 
or 6 cents for one or the standard 15- 
minute topographic sheets of the Geo- 
logical Survey, which is in effect an 
almost exnct reproduction of about 230 
square mlleB of territory, is a merely 
nominal price. No comparable mape 
are issued by any private map-printing 
houBe. but if there were they would 
be sold at $1 to $3 a piece. The field 
surveying alone of some areas covered 
by a single map costs more than $6,000, 
and even $7,000 in very difficult coun- 
try, while there are few maps which 
represent an expenditure for field 
work of less than $3,000. 

All the mapB are printed in three col- 
ors and some In four colors. The water 
features, including seas, lakes, ponds, 
streams, canals, swamps, etc., are 
shown in blue. The relief — mountains, 
hills, vales, cliffs, and slopes — is shown 
by means of brown contour lines, 
which graphically portray the shapes 
of the plains, hills, and mountains and 
also show the elevation of every part 
of the area. The works of man are 
shown in black, in which color all let- 
tering also is printed. Boundaries, 
such ns State, county, city, land-grant, 
and reservation lines, arc shown by 
broken lines of different kinds. Prin- 
cipal and inferior roads are shown by 
other kinds of lines. Houses are indi- 
cated by small black squares which In 
the densely built portions of cities 
and towns merge into blocks. Other 
cultural features are represented by 
conventional signs which are easily 
understood. Many of the maps show 
also forested areas, which are indi- 
cated in green. 

The Director of the Survey at Wash- 
ington will be glad to furnish an index 
map, covering any area desired, which 
shows the particular quadrangles, as 
they are called, which have been sur- 
veyed and the corresponding maps is- 
sued for sale. This index-map circular 
also contains a list of special mapB of 
the United States, of States, and of 
national parks, mining camps, etc., 
with the prij^s, and a list of available 
geologic reports on any part of the 
area shown.
